the safe was blown, so it cannot be 
told just when the burglary did occur,

Lliu death of Stephen Braxeau, one of 
he old residents of Grand Kapids and 
Wood county, in the 71st year of his 
ige, death being caused by a compil- 
ation of diseases and the effects of a 
itroke of paralysis which he sustained 
several years ago. 


Mr. Brazcau was born at Montreal 


Canada, on the 17th of February, 1832. 
lis parents died when he was "an ij> 
•ant 
and he lived with an aunt at 


Montreal until he was 17 years of age. 
le then came to the United States lo- 
oting at Buffalo, N. Y., where' he 
earned the trade of wig making and 
larbering. 


When he was 19 years of age he 


:ame west and located at 
Chicago 


vhere he worked at 
his trade. 
He 


owned several places of business in 
he city of Chicago, hut as the future 
of the city uid not appear very bright 
at that time he sold out eventually 
disposing of property for a nominal 
sum that is today worth millions. 


Mr. Brax.eau came to Northern Wis- 


consin in 1S67, just about thirty-five 
years ago, and settled on 
I he "west 


side of the river, which then consisted 
of only a few houses and did not have 
a very promising outlook. He opened 
a barbershop here and at that time 
vas the only man of his trade in this 
pcality, and since that time he has 
ived here continuously, followimr his 
rade until 18'J2 when he retired from 
active life and made his home with 
lis son Ed. 


Soon after his retirement he was 


stricken with an attack of paralysis 
:rom the effects of 
which he never 


fully recovered. 
He was able to get 


around, however, fnr some years un- 
til he had another attack about five 
years ago, which almost totally in- 
lapaciated htm. In spile of his ail- 
nents he enjoyed comparatively good 
lealth until he was stricken about a 
veek atro with other ailments, which 
n his weakened condition he was un- 
able to withstand. 


Mr. Braxeau was married in Chica- 


go in 18o5 to Margaret B,-.idy. Four- 
een children was the result of this 
union, ten of which are still livinir, 
Mrs. Hrazeau having died in 1882! 
Ihe children living are Frank and 
l*d of Nekoosa, William and George 
of Port Edwards, Irving and Theo- 
dore of this city, Stephen, who is a 
student at the Ann Arbor medical 
college, Mrs. John Canning and Mrs. 
Hharles Quinn of this city, and Mrs. 
Jeorge Zenier of Asoliti, Washington. 
VII or the children were present at 
he bedside of their father when the 
2nd came excepting Mrs. Xcnier. 


The funeral was held on Monday 


norning at nine o'clock 
from the 


atliolic church of which failh 
Mr 


Braxeau had been a lifelong member.

NO MORE CORNERS. 


Chicago Board Loses Power to Discipline 


Members for Withholding 


Margins. 


Chicago, 111., Sept. IS.—A most impor- 


tant decision against the Chicago board 
of trade was rendered today by Judge 
Chytraus in the "July oats corner" in- 
junctions cases. Not only does the opin- 
ion of the. court, if sustained by higher 
tribunals, put an end to all corners in 
commodities on this exchange, but it 
strikes at the very life of the institution 
as now organized. The directors for all 
time have had their powers so curtailed 
that they cannot longer adjudicate upon 
property rights of the members of the 
association. 


Tka case in question was one brought 


by the commission tirm of Wnile, Thor- 
burn & Co. in which a temporary injunc- 
tion was granted to prevent margins Ihat 
•were Put up by the complainants from 
being handed down to the contracting de- 
fendants. 


The chiiin was made that defendants 


had run a corner in July "standard" oats. 
The complainants who hud sold "short" 
to the defendants while not denying their 
contracts and while declaring their pur- 
pose to muke these same contracts, mad" 
protested against having the case adjudi- 
cated by the board of trade, as provided 
ill the bylaws of the assoeialion. 


Fictitious Prices for July Oats. 


Iu the pit on 'change highly fictitious 


prices had been put on this commodity 
and ihe complainants asked the court li. 
set a fair price between which price and 
the one at which they had contracted the 
difference might lie paid. 


The court said iu ruling that as far as 


the merits of the case were concerned, 
it did nut matter whether there was a 
corner, for it was taken for granted that 
an honest price was intended. This part 
of tho matter can be decided at a further 
hearing which will be had. The decision 
makos the injunction in force until this 
hearing of facts is had. The losing par- 
ties have appealed, Inn ihis docs not pre- 
vent further hearing. 
.The gist of ihe d.eeision is that a spe- 


cial committee which, according to the 
board rules, should be appointed by the 
president to, adjudicate such differences, 
has not authority to act in matters where 
property rights are involved. 


Itegardlods of the fact tlinl the com- 


plainants agreed to bo bound by the 
rules which provide for settlements of 
disagreements, the court rules that they 
were not bound, that the arrogaiing of 
Buch iwwer to such a body was against 
public policy and that it would be intro- 
ducing sovereignties within a sovereign- 
ty for the (unction of construing law."

Dcatia of Stepben Brazeau. 
Oa Saturday afternoon occurred 
the death of Stephen Brazeau. one of 
the old residents of Grand Raoids and 
V.ood county, in the 71st year of his 
age. death being caused by a compli- 
cation of diseases and the effects of a 
stroke of paralysis which he sustained 
several years ago. 


Mr. Brazeau was born at Montreal, 


Canada, oa the 17th of February, 1832! 
His parents died when he was "an inl 
fant and he lived with an aunt "at 
Montreal until he was 17 years of a^e. 
He then came to the Uaited States lo- 
cating at Buffalo, X. T.. where he 
*earaed the trade of wig makin«>- and 
barbering.

When he was 19 years of age he 


came west aad located at Chicago 
where he worked at 
his trade. He 


owned several places of business In 
the city of Chicago, but as the future 
of the city aid not appear very Bright 
at that time he sold out eventually, 
disposing of property for a nominal 
sum that is today worth millions. 


Mr. Brazeau came to Xorthera Wis- 


consin In 1S67, just about thirty-five 
years ago, and settled on the "west 
sice of the river, which then consisted 
of only a few houses and did not have 
a very promising outlook. He opened 
a barber shop here and at that time 
was the only man of his trade In this 
locality, and since that time he has 
lived here continuously, following- h's 
trace until 1392 wfien he retired from 
active life and made his home with 
his son EC. 


Soon after h:s retirement he was 


stocKen with aa attack of pa^alys's 
from the effects of which he never 
fully recovered. He was able to get 
around, however, for some years ua- 
til he had another attack about five 
years ago, which almost totally Ia- 
capaciated him. Ia spite of his ail- 
ments he eajoyed comparatively good 
health until he was stricken about a 
week ago with other ailments, which 
la his weakened condition Jic was ua- 
able to withstand 


Mr. Brazeau %ras married Ia Chica- 


go la 13o5 to Margaret B.-.icy. Four- 
teen children was the result of this 
uaion. tea of which are still living-.

cnred the sum'of S2.000 f roai the inde- 
pendent book companies, which sum 
they turned over to Governor La Fol- 
lette, who accepted it knowing- where 
it came from and for what purpose it 
had been obtained. The independent 
book companies stated that should a 
man be brought out who would beat 
Harvey they would contribute an addi- 
tional ave or ten thousand dollars- 


It seems that Superintendent Har- 


vey had been favoring the book trust 
either for financial reasons or other- 
wise, which are not stated, and the 
independent concerns wanted a man 
in the o£5ce whom, they coald handle 
for awhiie. so they goyerned them- 
selves accordingly. 


I£ow if the indeoendent book corn- 


ea n:es can afford to contribute the 
sum of ten or twelve thousand dollars 
toward the election of a state superin- 
tendent, doesn't it look as if somebody- 
was going to get robbed during the 
next two years provided their man is 
elected? It looks as if there might 
have been something of this sort go- 
ing on in the past but there is no 
doubt of what would take place in the 
future. 


There is ao question bat what Mr. 


La Follette-knew why the independ- 
ent book concerns wanted a change in 
superintendents in the state of Wis- 
consin. A man who has been striving- 
for oSce as long as he has could 
hardly help knowing it. 
He knew 


that they intended to get their ten 
thousand dollars back later on, and 
not only get it back but make a profit 
on the investment. The most rabid 
half-breed will have to admit this or 
else claim that their candidate has 
not got the intelligence of an ordlnary 
schoolboy. -which they are hardly able 
to do in view of what the people have 
seen of him in the past. 


The republicans will tell you that 


this S2.000 contributed, by the inde- 
pendent book concerns was only a gift 
to the campaign fund pure and simple;
